NURTURING HEALTHY RELATIONSHIPS - FOUR BIBLICAL PRINCIPLES 


#1, SHOW UNCONDITIONAL, SACRIFICIAL, YET TOUGH LOVE. 


The foundation to strong, healthy relationships is the unconditional love of God. This 
love is sacrificial. Yet, this love has discipline. 


1 Corinthians 13:4-8 

4 Love suffers long and is kind; love does not envy; love does not parade itself, is not 
puffed up; 

5 does not behave rudely, does not seek its own, is not provoked, thinks no evil; 

6 does not rejoice in iniquity, but rejoices in the truth; 
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7 bears all things, believes all things, hopes all things, endures all things. 
8 Love never fails. 


Hebrews 12:6-7 

6 for whom the Lord loves He chastens, and scourges every son whom He receives." 

7 If you endure chastening, God deals with you as with sons; for what son is there 
whom a father does not chasten? 


Love does not mean we give in to everything. 
Love is strong and firm in discipline, bringing correction. 


#2, DEMONSTRATE HONOR (RESPECT). 


Ephesians 5:21 
submitting to one another in the fear of God.

We should also be redemptive as we work with each other.

#2, GIVE THE GIFT OF TIME (LIFE).

#5, GIVE THE GIFT OF ENCOURAGEMENT (SUPPORT).

Preparation 

To prepare for the Life Group meeting, you can listen to the Sermon Key Points (sermon 
summary in five minutes) or the full-length Sunday sermon. You can also review the 
Sunday Sermon notes. All these are available in the "All Peoples Church Bangalore" 
mobile App or online at our sermons page. Pray for the Life Group meeting and invite 
the work and ministry of the Holy Spirit. 


Welcome 
The Life Group meeting may commence with a time of prayer, worship, and a fun 
activity. 


LISTEN to God's Word 
Read the following Scripture references: 1 Corinthians 13:4-8; Hebrews 12:6-7; 1 Peter 
5:5-6; Ephesians 4:31-32 


INVESTIGATE God's Word Together 

Please discuss a few of these together, giving time for people to share their insights. We 
encourage each one individually to make notes of their personal learning during the 
Group discussion. 


A, Discuss the differences between generations — share examples of interesting 
experiences you have had/observed. 


B, Share experiences and discuss the four Biblical principles we considered for nurturing 
healthy relationships: 
#1, Show Unconditional, Yet Tough Love. 
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#2, Demonstrate Honor (Respect). 
#3, Extend Forgiveness. 
#4, Be Redemptive. 


C, Share experiences and discuss the five action points we considered for nurturing 
healthy relationships. 

#1, What matters to them, must matter to you. 

#2, Give the gift of time (life). 

#3, Give the gift of attention (listening and understanding). 

#4, Give the gift of involvement (engaging). 

#5, Give the gift of encouragement (support). 


If time permits, each one can take a few (3 minutes max) to share one or two key 
learning and how they see themselves applying it into their specific life situations. 
Encourage each one to participate and share. 


FELLOWSHIP by sharing your life and spiritual journey 

Each one takes a few (3 minutes max) to share anything from their walk with God, 
something God has been teaching them, a testimony of answered prayer or a specific 
challenge that they would like prayer for. Encourage each one to participate and share. 


ENCOURAGE each other by praying and ministering to one another 

Get into small groups of two or three and take turns to thank God and pray for each 
other in the light of what was learnt today. Listen to the Holy Spirit. Expect the gifts of 
the Holy Spirit to flow bringing healing, releasing miracles, prophecy, etc. 


Regroup and pray together for: 

1, families to be protected and strengthened 

2, a mighty outpouring of God's Holy Spirit on us as a church and through us to bless 
many others in our city and nation. Nothing but a mighty work of God's Spirit can change 
our city and nation. 

3, for the BUILD TO IMPACT project - for God's hand to guide us through the land search 
and acquisition process, and for finances to be more than enough to get this project 
done.
